EDMONTON’S GREATEST 


HOLOCAUST FOU 
UB-ARCTIC 


Viétim of hungry, leaping, consuming flames, the Corona 
hotel, for many years a landmark on Jasper Avenue and one 
of the best known hotels in Western Canada was destroyed by | 
one of the most spectacular, devastating and extensive con- | 
flagrations in the history of this city, which broke out at 9.20! 
p.m. Sunday and continued into the early hours of Monday. 

Damage, conservatively estimated at $800,000, and which 
probably later will be found to be $500,000, places the fire in 
a class by itself, and one that takes a pre-eminent place in | 
| 


city history. 
Five casualties resulted from the blaze and probably only 
{he early hour at which it took place prevented fatalities, 
Two substantial explosions stirred up the flames and rent 
the air, resufiing in renewed activity on the part of the fire, 
with the conflagration reaching greater heights and sending 
forth heat that cracked glass for a wide radius. 
Three firemen and two employes were injured, none seri- | 


ously. 

Prey to the fire moloch also were the Motor Car Supply 
Company, the Corona Barber Shop, the Rex Cafe and many 
windows in buildings and houses for blocks around,

crowded Jasper avenue, 107, 108, 106 and nearby streets, 
cheering on the valiant, tired, but ever-fighting firemen, who 
despite the fact that they were at one moment seared by | 
seething flames and the next nearly frozen by cakes of ice, car | 
ied on in the best traditions of the department. 

Three of the gallant company were injured. A. Campbell 
was overcome by smoke; J. Williams slipned on a sheet of ice 
and suffered injuries to his head, and Harry Airth, doing 
duty on a ladder, fell and was injured in several places, } 

Street car and vehicular traffic on Jasper was paralyzed | 
for an hour and finally car service was resumed by a re-rout- 
ing of cars. 

A preliminary estimate of damage shows that the Motor | 
Car Supply company alone lost $150,000, most of which is | 
covered by insurance. In stock were. three car-loads of auto- 
mobile tires valued at $80,000 and other stock valued at 
$70,000, 

P. G. Thomson, K.C., barrister had a narrow escape from | 
death or serious injury.

He was standing on a man-hole on 107 street when the | 
sewer main beneath blew up, due to gas pressure. Mr. Thom- 
son was thrown about 15 feet and beyond a shaking up and 
the loss of his derby hat, was none the worse for his experi- 
ence. 
A short time later, Constable Robert Howard saw a woman | 
standing on the same spot and warned her. She moved, and | 
within three minutes the man-hole again had blown up. Still | 
later it blew up again, and the top has not yet been found. } 

Fire Chief Albert Dutton mobilized all available forces to 
battle blaze. Three alarms were turned in, to be followed by a 
general alarm. All available hose lines were operated and in- 
calculable quantities of water poured thereon. 

Equipment from the north, south and west stations was 
used by the firemen. 

Far into the morning water was played on the smoulder- 
ing ruins, 

POLICE PATROL STREETS 

Eight uniformed city policemen under Sergt. Ben Duclos 
patrolled the streets, keeping order, while a squad of 
plain clothes men under Detective Inspector Robert Suther- 
land maintaind order in the vicinity of the blaze and aided the 
firemen in their arduous and nerve-racking duties. 

Following the subduing of the fire the seepage from gas 
mains continued to keep a fire going, so the authorities turned 
out a crew to tear up the main in the lane between Jasper and 
100 avenue and between 106 and 107 streets and to turn off 
the gas for a considerable distance from the hotel. 

At 11 p.m. the east wall of the building collapsed with a 
thundering roar, while 10 minutes later spectators were al- 
most dumbfo nded to see the’ wall between the Motor Car 
Supply Company and the hotel crumble and fall, 


SPECTACULAR SHORT CIRCUITS 

Soon after telephone poles in the lane began to burn and 
many a blue flame shot into the cold night air as short cir- 
cuits took place. 

As the east wall crashed a cross-section of the hotel was 
revealed and beds and other furnishing s stood out in bold.) 
relief. 

Windy Dyer , former baseball umpire and well-known 
official of the hotel, who turned in the first alarm was work- 
ing so hard in helping to save things that he was overcome 
by smoke. 

Heat was 60 intense that large plate glass windows in the 
Balmoral block, across from the Corona were cracked and 
they fell to the pavemeut with a resounding noise 

Constable Charles Jarvis was placed on duty to guard a 
pile of household effects placed in the service station at the 
corner of Jasper and 107 street for safe-keeping 

Large, flaming embers, some measuring two feet long, 
were carried north and west by the wind for as much as two 
blocks. 

The night desk sergeant at the city police station had | 
three telephone calls from residents asking police aid in ex- 
tinguishing roof fires. 

Several houses as well as the shoe repair shop across the 
atreet caught fire in the roof, but the blazes were put out by

Flames were soon seen leaping upward, From the base- 
ment they reached the ground floor, where with the wide 
open spaces such as the main rotunda, the dining and writing 
rooms and with the high wind, a draught was provided that 
proved far too much for the water being pumped in 

Up the stairways the flames leaped. Curtains, carpets,

As the money deposited in the fund has 

een spent in the construction of roads 
and other public projects, the Government 
had to borrow from the banks to cash the 


cheques of the depositors who wanted 
their money. The banks apparently 
either would not supply the money or de- 
manded a rate of interest the province 


could not pay. Hence the savings office 
is to be closed up and the accounts turned 
over to the banks. 

It is surely 4 curious financial system 
under which a situation of that kind can 
arise. Nobcdy doubts that the resources 
of Manitoba are ample security for the 
$15,000,000 deposited in its savings branch 
of the Government. The banks are al- 
lowed to issue extra } currency when they 
require it, by paying the Dominion one 
and one-half per cent on the amount is- 
sued. Yet the province of Manitoba is 
forced to abandon a savings scheme which 
had the approval of the public because 
the Government cannot finance withdraw- 
als temporarily at the banks—which de- 
their power to issue currency from 
the charters given to them b rent

PUBLIC € REDIT FOR PRIV ATE USE 


A year ago the legislature instructed 
the provincial auditor to prepare a report 
which would show a complete record of. 
the guarantees that have been given and 
the cash advances that have been made 
by the Government of Alberta since the 
province into existence twenty-six 
years ago, and would show also the stand- 
ing of each account to which these loans 
of credit or cash had been made 

The report has been presen

legislature. It states that the guaran- 
tees and advances outstanding on March 

3lst, 1931, reached the handsome total of 
$3 7,987. While this inciudes the money 


and backing that has been lent to the Uni- 
versity, an impressive proportion of the 
amount represents the assistance given to 
the wheat _ ool and similar organizations, 
loans made to individuals under rural 
credit schemes, advances given for .the 
purchase of seed grain, and money loaned 


for the purchase of cattle under the “cow 
bill.” 
Those are purposes which lie outside 


the ordinary and recognized functions of 


government; the loans which have been 
made being in the nature of busi- 
ness loans to individuals and co-operative 
organizations 


It is obvious that the exhaustion of 
this huge amount of provincial credit, 
largely upon objects which do not fall 
within the scope of government responsi- 
bilities, has reduced substantially the 
amount of credit that is available for 
strictly governmental purposes, and pro-
